Preparations for Peking Trips 

In order to get the Chinese to do advance thinking, to pave 
the way for my trip, and to begin to shape a successful out- 
come for your trip I gave the Chinese some technical ques- 
tions and substantive suggestions. 

- On the technical side, I explained and handed over 
lists of quostions which I had gone over with Bob Haldeman 
and a few others on the White House Staff. I suggested that 

tLE*£Y 0U T ' d nU f? r * b ° Ut " p9 °P 10 ' both «ub«,ntive and" 
technical. I explained the responsibilities of each of aha 
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latter (advance wan, press, White House Communications 
Agency, Secret Service). I said we were prepared to begin 
the technical advance work later, but it was preferable to 
get going on this during my visit. I added that we believ- 
ed that a minimum of 100 to ISO press were needed for your 
trip and asked for thtir views both as to minimum and max- 
imum numbers. They seemed clearly taken aback even by the 
minimum number. For this reason I did not raise the issue 
of tho ground station. 

I outlined the topics that the Prime Minister and 1 
should cover concerning your visit, including; the length 
(up to seven days) ; itinerary (Peking and perhaps two other 
stops); party composition (small working group); and agenda 
(subjects that Chou and I covered plus more technical Issues 
like trade and exchange programs) ♦ I said that private meet- 
ings between Chou and me would be necessary for particularly 
sensitive subjects and that similarly you would want private 
sessions duri" ? your visit. 



Among tho subjects Chou and I shoftld discuss are the 
concrete results that could emerge from your trip. I gave 
as illustrations periodic special envoys between our two 
countries; a return visit by Chou to the U.S.; agreements 
we have already made with the Soviet Union such as accident- 
al war and hot line communications; and various types of 
cultural, scientific, and other exchange programs. 

The Ambassador commented that we certainly had 
thought of everything concerning these trips, a specific 
indication of the fact that they seem genuinely impressed 
by our meticulousness. 

Other Topics 

Romania . I summarized our policy that I had outlined 
to the Romanian Ambassador and that you would reaffirm person- 
ally to him: that the U.S. has a major Interest In the inde- 
pendence and autonomous policy of Romania, that we would not 
contribute to a collusion that would allow another groat power 
to infringe on these principles, and that we would make clear 
that pressures for military action aro not consistent with a 
relaxation of tensions. 
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" Pakistan . i briefly indicated the new assistance 
we wore contemplating for Pakistan, i.e. arranging for 
debt relief of $7S million and providing 75 percent of the 
$250 - 300 nillion that would be needed for relief in East 
Pakistan. 

Taiwan . In view of intense press speculation (in 
particular concerning the UN question), I said that we 
stood by all that I had said on this issue to Chou whon I 
was v in Peking. 

Kissinger Trip to Japan . I noted that the Japan- 
ese press speculation of nry visiting Japan was wrong and 
that I had no such plans. 
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Text of Chinese Oral Note 
Presented September 13, 1971 

The Chinese Government agrees that Dr. Kissinger's 

four day interim visit to China should take place beginning 

October 20. 

Accordins to Its custonary practice, the Chinese side 
would issue a press roleasc only upon Dr. Kissinger's 
arrival in China dud not in advance. But if the U.S, 
side deems it necossary to make the visit known beforehand, 
the Chinese side proposes that the two sides issue on 
October 14 thoir respective press releases of the sume 
content. in the following wording: 

'The Government of the People's Republic of 
China nnd the Government of the United States of 
America have agreed that Dr. Kissinger will visit 
Peking in the latter part of October for talks with 
tho Chinese Government to make concrete arrange- 
ments for President Nixon's visit to China. 11 
As for the U.S. proposal regarding the time of Pres- 
ident Nixon's visit to China, it ;aay bo discussed und decided 
upon during Dr. Kissinger's interim visit. 
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
